ТНЕ МОМО MENT 


The new McLean County Soldiers’ and Sailors’ monument 
facing the northeast entrance to Miller Park was erected com- 
plete for $41,750, which was $8,250 less than the amount appro- 
priated for the work. The figures given cover all granite and 
bronze statuary and also the eight massive bronze tablets in the 


base which bear the names of 6,053 soldiers. 


The first stone was set on Saturday, Dec. 28, 1912, and the 
finishing touch was made on May 19, 1913. The monument is 
constructed of light gray Bashaw Vermont Granite and is a 
notable memorial, containing some unusually massive stones. 
It stands 81 feet and 10 inches high from the bottom of the east 
approach. The top bronze figure is twelve feet tall. The giant 
column is a flawless piece of work and is 32 feet long, 4 feet 
6 inches through at the base and weighs 32 tons. А stone of 
practically the same weight is the die, a ten foot square section 
back of the soldiers, bearing four carved wreaths and shields. 
The center section of the three piece cornice course is 16 by 8 


by 2 feet 8 inches and weighs 34 tons. The monument proper 


is constructed of but 54 pieces of stone, a remarkable feature 


for so massive a structure. The foundation is 33 by 33 feet 
greatest dimensions and contains ten car loads of sand, gravel 
and cement. The top figure, entitled “The Color Bearer,” de- 
picts a young soldier in the full stride of the march. The 


, 


westerly figure at the side is that of “Anxiety,” a captain peer- 


ing with thoughtful gaze into the distance. On the easterly 





side is the familiar “Picket” of war times, a stalwart figure of 
a young soldier. 


The bronze tablets contain the following divisions of sol- 
diers: McLean County men in Civil War, 4,325; Civil War 
soldiers resident or buried here enlisting outside of county, 
1,029; Revolutionary War burials in county, 11; War of 1812 
burials in county, 114; County enlistments Black Hawk War, 
146; County enlistments Mexican War, 58; Spanish War, 320. 


The monument was designed by the secretary of the com- 
mittee in charge and these plans were donated by him to the 


county.
